The campaign against the Japan­ 
ese beetle is on again and by the 
end of the week the state’s inspec­ 
tion organization will be going full 
blast, R. H. Bell, director of the 
bureau of plant industry, depart­ 
m ent of agriculture, said today. 
Although Inspectors began their 
work Sunday when the beetle ban 
went into effect, the placing of pa­ 
trols along all highways leading out 
of the generally infested area will 
not be finally completed until F ri­ 
day. 
There will be a dozen of these pa­
